Ten thousand of miles of majestic 
mountains Nlretoh from Alaska to 
Ca[te Horn — the grandest range of 
mountains that can bt^ found on toe 
earth's surface. Througlmul this 
series of connected mountains, from 
the wilds of Alaska to ihose of Pa- 
tagonia, and ineUuliiig the tropical 
plateaus of ^]cnador, there are many 
peaks that pierc*^ the ethereal bine 
of the skies. These are generally 
lerm«il the Sierras, which is the 
S|)rtnish word for "saw" and the 
nanie is applied to luountains be- 
can!<e of thu fancied resemblence of 
their outlincfi lo that carpenter's 
tool. A dim knowledae of iIih ma- 
jesty of moniilHin.H is obtaiiieil trom 
(lUi Sinn Her ranges, such as the 
Apjialiicliian Monnlains, but Mt. 
MeKinlxy, the hitrht-wi of North 
American peaks, must yieltl in 
majesty loa number of peaks in the 
lofty Andean range of mountaius. 

The lure of altitude seems to have 
caught at the spirit of man from 
early limes, and led him struggling 
up alinoMt unscalable peaks. In 
recent years the fascination of 
mountain climbing has become the 
romance of geography. During the 
last half century daring explorers 
have conquered luoie mountains, 
and gsthered more geological data, 
than in all the previous <;eutnries. 
Many lives have been lost by de- 
vottn's of this science, while pitting 
skill and strength against nature 
and hei secrets. It has not l)eeu 
long since I he elevations of the 
southern half of this continent were 
an unknown land; some lofty peaks 
were unexplored anil unnamed, and 
only dim suggesiioiis of their ma- 
jesty and splendor had reached the 
scienlittc worbl, but they now hold 
an interest second to none. The 
lol'tiesi peaks in the world, except- 
ing only the Himalayas, are found 
along the western coast of South 
Ameriea They are in truth and 
reality the mountain inonarchsof the 
western world. In traveling along 
the west coast of South America 
by steamer, the sei rated baok-l>oue 
of the continent is ever in sight, 
but its liaisy outlines are at such a 
distance that they give but a dim 
idea of their real height from the 
steamer. 

It remaitu>d for European moun- 
tain climbers, men who received 
their schooling in the Alps, to con- 
quer first these lofty giants of na- 
tnie. Chimt)orrtzo (20,498 feet) the 
"white watcher of the western seas," 
was the first lo yield its topmost 
secrets to Edward Why ra per, who 
fouglit his way up the rugged suow- 
clad slopes to the very lop Next 
he conquered Cotopaxi (19,615 feel), 
and has given this volauco the 
following recommendation : Co- 
topaxi ia an idenl volanco. It com- 
poit« itself, volcmiically speaking, in 
a regular and well-behaved mannei. 
It is not one of the provoking sort 
— exploding in paroxysms and going 
to sleep directly afterwards. It is 
in a state of perpetual activity, and 
has been so ever since it bad a 
place in history. " Could any 
volaoco in the world show a stronger 
recommendation f It is certainly 
an exemplary exponent of the 
volanco art. The explorer spent 
a nigh I on the very edge of the 
crater peering into the cavernous re- 
cesses I hat belched forth lire and 
smoke, and must have been under its 
hypnotic influence when inditing the 
above. 

Going farther down the coast, one 
reaches the mighty peaks of Peru 
and Bolivia. The American moun- 
tain climber. Miss Annie S. Peck 
has scaled Ml. Iluascaran (22,051 
feet), and holds the unique record 
of having climbetl higher than any 
other woman. It whs an achieve- 
ment thai deseivedly brought her 
gr«<at honor. Mt. Illimanl (21,409 
feel) is the loftiest peak in Bolivia. 
It nutans bright condor, according to 
the generally derivalion. Its frozen 
crest was conquereil by an English- 
man, Sir Martin Conway, and the 
Union .lack was plaiile<l on the very 
summit. This mountain and its 
neighbor, Mt. Sorala (21,490 feet) 
were worshipped as gotla by the In- 
cas. A baud of superstitious natives, 
on learnini; his intention to iuv.ule 
the sand nary of their god, who 
dwelt on Illimani, made an attempt 
to munler him, but did not succeed 
in finding the party. Their tradi- 
tion asserts tliat a great cross of 
gold was planted by the god on the 
sumtnitand they were afraid these 



straniiers would carry it away. At 
the loot of those the inonutain 
Lake Titicaca, lies the saoreil lake 
of the Inoas. 

The hardsiphs endured on these 
clinil)s is almost indescribable. 
The intense cold and the rarefied 
air almost overcame the reserve 
vitality The weakening effect of 
diminished atmospheric pressure is 
so enervating that exertion can be 
made only a few steps at a time. 
It is almost impoa-sible to keep feet 
from beiug frost bitten, and they 
have to be rubbed occasionally to 
restore ciroulatiou. Mr. Conwaj'; 
"I asked myself more than once 
whether the game was worth the 
candle, for there was soiuethinv su 
cold so unsympathetic about the 
gloom the ice and the bare rooks, 
that for a time it weighed like a 
niglitniare upon my spirits." The 
exhaustion is so great that it is 
almost impo.ssible to enjoy the 
triumph of success. Speaking of 
this the same explorer says; "The 
moment was one of satisfaction, in 
that our toil ceased; but we 
had no sense of triumph, nor was 
theie lueath enough left in any of 
us for an exclamation of joy in the 
honor of victory. Nothing was 
.said or done ; for several minutes 
we just sat and rested. 

As copensations, however, there 
are frequently magnificent cloud 
effects. Out of the white sea of 
snow there mount, under the up- 
lift of hot air currents, great towers 
of cloud, which rise high into the 
air like the smoke-discharge from a 
valcano. Huge caves and cloud 
avenues are forme<i, wherein dark 
blue shadows gather, with occasion- 
ally a high mountain-top peeping 
forth like the foundation stoue of a 
gigantic cloud cast le. Then oue^s 
vision is so broadened that he seems 
to stand on the very top. of the world 
itself. 

The lucas, who ruled entire the 
west coast at the time of the Spanish 
invasion, had a number of well- 
worn trails aross the inhospitable 
mountains. One of these led from 
their city near Lima, Peru, to Lake 
Titicaca and the plateaus of Bolivia. 
One of the be^t known of their trails 
is the pass of the Uspallata, which 
leads over the Curable, which runs 
between Argentina and Chile. 
The Uspallata is one of the most 
dangerous passes of the Andes, 
becRU8*of the terrific sumraud wind 
storms which occur there in the 
winter season Almost every mile 
there is a curious domeshaped struc- 
ture, called a cashcha, with its 
doorway built up high altove the 
ground as a percantion against 
being snowed under during the 
storms, so that it can be easily found 
by the traveler suddenly overtaken 
by a storm. 

In one of the most dangerous parts 
is a little gravey'ird by the roadside, 
with numerous little wooden crosses 
in vatious stages of decay, which 
stand SB eloquent testimony of the 
toll heretofore demanded liy the 
storm. I journeyed through this 
pass in summer, however, when the 
air was bright, clear and invigorat* 
ing, and the many colossal peaks 
stood out against the blue of the sky 
like giant sentinel. Facing toward 
the Pacific, one could see on the left 
the peaks of Junoal, Pollero, Maipo 
and Sau Jose, all of them over nine- 
teen thousand feet in height, and 
Tapunago (21, 109 feet), to the right 
was Aconcagua, the loftiest peak 
outside the Himalayas, piercing the 
the air to an aliitutle of tweuty-fonr 
thousand feet, and near It the Mer- 
oardio, ouly a couple of hundred of 
feet lower. Here on the Oumbre 
one stands in the very heart of the 
Andes. There ia a weird and 
tremendous fascination about the 
scene. In this amphitheatre of 
peaks and valleys one seems in the 
arena ot the early world drama, 
ages ago. 

Through this pass, in 1817, Gen- 
eral Sam Martin led an army of 
more than four thousand men. 
In Argentina and Chile this general 
receives higher rank than Bolivar, 
who is called the Washiugtou of 
South Araerioa For months this 
listute leader . drilled bis forces, 
gathered ratious, collected mules 
for transport, and made sledges to 
be used on the slopes that were too 
steep for cannon on wheels. His 
men weie sworn " never to bear the 
chains of slavery while the stars 
shone in the sky and blood tan iu 
their veins." This accomplishment 
I ranks with Napoleon's famous 



mnroh across the Alps. As a direct 
result of this heroic invanion Chile 
and Peru were free from Spanish 
rnle. 

The most striking aspect of these 
Andean solitudes is their terribly 
bleak and desolate appearance. 
Trees there are none, but only a 
few shrubs and blades of grass 
growing in the clefts of rocks here 
and there; nothing bnt a huge 
expanse of yellow sand and stone, 
with (he peaks rising on every hand 
xvliose extraordinary stratidcation 
present many-colored hues which 
are almost bewilderiNg to the eye. 
Great torrents flow down their sides 
whose waters are of a duUt blackish 
color These are exceedingly rapid 
and full of dangerous boles, so ford- 
Mig them is perilous. The line of 
perpetual snow is about 17,000 feet, 
though this varies. 

There is no blending of colors, 
no hesitation between light and 
shade, for the lines are out as 
sharply as with a knife. One may 
see a wall of hundreds of acres set 
on eilge, aud shining darkly in its 
lava black At the topmost point 
it will break into cones and pin- 
nacles of brilliant orange. Near it 
will be other blocks and spires of 
yellow, pink, green or violet, paint- 
ed upon the landscape with an over- 
powering boldness. 

Here and there is a silvery streak 
which spaikles and flashes, and 
marks the path of a stream formed 
by the melting snow. Sometimes 
they disappear within the snow 
lieds and then again emerge lower 
down from the lower mouth of these 
funnels through the snow. The 
early morning hours, the bright- 
ness of midday, the effect of flitting 
oloads and then the glamonr of 
sunset, each its own peculiar attrac- 
tion, so that the pen seems futile in 
an attempt to describe all of these 
scenes. 

Some of these gigantic peaks 
have never yet l>een trodden by the 
foot of man. They have defied all 
human efforts time and again For 
yeais Aconoagua remained unoon 
quered, bnt at last it was compelled 
to reveal its secrets to the intrepid 
explorer. The weather is uncertain 
even in summer, and a terrific wintl 
usually prevails after sunrise in the 
higher altitndes. This renders ex 
ploration work exceedingly difllcnit 
aud even daugerons. The wind 
blows the dust from the desert-like 
valleys in stifling clouds, oftentimes 
almost unendurable. Storms, al- 
most bliczanls, spring up as by 
maeio. The lightning at times \b 
especially vivid and dangerous. 

A dozen miles from the highest 
point on thd Cumbre pass, and on 
the Argentine side of the Andes is 
the Puente del Inoa, the bridge 
of the Inoas, which is a natural 
bridge similar to that of Virginia. 
This bridge has a span of one hun- 
dred and fifty feet, with a width of 
one hundred and twenty feet, and is 
sixty above the Mendoza River that 
flow." beneath. The botton is cover- 
ed with stalactites, and in several 
grottoes ate numerous springs of hot 
water cootainiiig sulphur, iron, and 
other minerals At the time of the 
Inoas, this l)ridge was a station on 
the great highway which let across 
the Andes, and it was by this road 
that, the tax gatherers passtKl annu- 
ally to collect the tribute due their 
sovereign. 

The last collection was made in 
1535, when a partner of PiBarro in 
the Bubjugatiou of the Incas' em 
pire, Don Diago de Almagro, met 
officeis of the luoa emperor, bearing 
the annual tribute, near this point 
aud seised a portion of it. Alma- 
gro with his followers crossed this 
bridge, and in trying to go west- 
ward l>ecame lost in the mountains ; 
l>eing without shelter from the 
storm blasts that awept down from 
the peaks of the Andes, many of 
his soldiers were frosen. and others 
l>eoame blind from a disease of the 
eyes which is canse<l by oonstaut 
exposure to the glare of the sun on 
the snow. It was a melancholy and 
disastrous march, but Almagro 
finally succeeded in croscting the 
pass and reaching the Pacific. The 
springs are now utilized, and it is 
quite likely that the lucas them- 
selves. knew of the curative proper- 
ties of tiiese waters. — Young 
Peopie's Weekly.

WINTHROP'S BIRTHDAY 

The exercises incident to the 
commemoration of the one hundred 
and eighth anniversary of the birth 
of Benjamin Robert Wintlirop, who 
was a member, and finally pre- 
sident, of the Board of Directors of 
this Institution from 1841 to 1869, 
a i>eriod of twenty-eight years. .VI r 
Winthrop is lielter known as the 
founder of the Ida Montgomery 
Testimonial, a prize of one hundred 
dollars in gold, to be awarded to 
the pupil who oecaiue deaf before 
the age of fifteen years, and who, 
in the judgment of the Principal 
has shown excellence in character, 
studies, and manual skill, up to the 
day of graduation. 

While the assemblage stood, 
the Colors were brought in and 
placed on the plallorm, the Band 
playing "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner." 

Tlie Principal then asked several 
why we had assembled. Eager 
hands spelling "It's Wiuthrop's 
birthday" came up in answer all 
over the chapel. More questioning 
showed that all the pupils were fair- 
ly conversant with the life, and 
good deeds of Mr. Winthrop Mr. 
Currier spoke of Mr. Winthrop, his 
descent from the historic Winthrop 
family, his kindness of heart, and 
his interest in the welfare of the 
deaf. He told how Mr Winthrop 
came to the aid of the Institution 
when it was a poor and struggling 
asylum, using his name to gel in- 
fluential people interested, and often 
relieving financial distress out of 
his own pocket. " Like father, like 
son, "runs the adage, and it has 
proved true iu this respect, for all 
the interest in the deaf has been 
transmitted to the present Mi. 
Egerlon L. Winthrop, Chainnan of 
the Executive Coniinittte, and mem- 
ber of two other staiuling commit- 
tees. The latest addition to the 
Board from the Winthrop family is 
Mr. Bionson Wiuttirop. Thus we 
have had three generations of the 
same family working for the cause 
of the deaf. 

Mr. Jones, at the request of the 
Principal, came forward, and enter- 
tained the gatliering with his re- 
miniscences of iMr. Winthrop and 
also of the Board of Directors of 
that lime Many of his i>ortrayals 
were humorous and created a good 
deal of good nature. 

Dr. Fox followed Mr. Jones, and 
in his impressive signs paid tribute 
to all those of the Board who had 
labored for the good of the deaf, 
from the earliest to the present 
time. The result of their work is 
to be seen iu the present excellence 
of the school. He said that the 
Institution has nearly reacht«d the 
zenith in the matter of strength and 
excellence, ano that there rests a 
great res{)on8ibilily on the Prinni- 
pal and the present Board, for 
with them rests the result after 
reaching the top — shall we go higher 
or retiograde? He finished by say- 
ing all he knew of Mr. B. R. Win- 
throp, for though he never saw him, 
yet he had often heaid .^f i>i-^ uood 
work.

Threatened with the lose of her 
last remaining meauit of communi- 
cating with her fellow eiugs, Mrs. 
Ella Benaet», of Denvei, Colorado, 
was inspired to invent and perfect 
ao eutireljr new syatem of " reading 
and wriiing" for the deaf, dumb 
and blind. 

Lying now in a Denver boapiul 
after fruitlena effort* to rwwver her 
sight. Mis. Bennett — who waa k>orn 
a deaf-mute — is one of the most 
contented patients there. That 
is oecaus*, in spite ot her triple 
affliction, she can "talk" quite 
readily with doctors and nurses — in 
fact, with any visitor. 

While she still had her eyesight 
Mrs. Bennett found ihe ordinary 
deaf and damb finger Uinguage 
•f oal to every requirement. Like 
most deaf-motes, she coald also 
read Um spescb of others by 
watching the movements of their 
lips. This method, however, works 
only one way, the mutes being uu> 
able to mak* •v«n the motions of 
intelligible speech with their lips. 

Mrs. Bennett lost her eyesight 
through much sewing at night — a 
task necessary for her support. An 
her sight waned her thoughts dwelt 
upon ttie problem of future means 
of making known her needs and of 
receiving onmmunieations from 
others. Though blind, she coald 
write, but it woaid 1)6 impossitile 
for her to read the writing of others. 
She had neard of Helen Keller 
and the possibility of "lip-reading" 
with fingers; bat she realized the 
extreme difficulty in her ease of ac- 
qairing that accomplishment. The 
solation of her problem finally flash- 
ed upon her. 8ne bad noted the ex- 
treme sensitiveness of the nerves of 
her fingers and the palm of her hand. 
With her fading eyes closed she 
could toacb the palm or any finger 
of her left hand with a finger tip of 
the right band one and the sensitive 
nerves would telegraph to her brain 
instantly exactly what point on 
pajm or finger bad t>een touched. 

By ezpertiment she found that she 
was no exception to the general 
role. So all she bad to do to 
provide herself wit'h a simple means 
of intercommanication with her 
friends after ber sight was com- 
pletely gone was to establish a 
system of " neorograme "— " neuto- 
grapby," or nerve writing, was the 
■olntlon. 

Bbe set to work with enthasiasm. 
B«eb nerve centre between the 
finger joints and marked by pro- 
minences on the palm of her left 
hAnd was marked indelibly with a 
letter of the alphabet. Before bei 
sight became too dim, eaob letter 
posiiion had t>een fixed by tbe 
sense of touch. Now, biiDdoeHS, 
added to deafness and dnmbnem, 
did not so mocb matter. Tet she 
went to the boepiul in a flicker of 
hope that ibe livbt of day had not 
departed forevet, a hope, however, 
that was dooqtQd to disappointment. 
On Christmas Day a friend sst 
beside ber cot. Mrs. Bennett'n 
hand lay open tbe lap of ber friend 
and, from a oasoal glance, it ap- 
peAredone was "telling the fortnne" 
of t^e other. Physician and report- 
ei-iaTe«tigated. 

Mr*- i^onett had renewed tbe 
letters oa ber band with an in- 
delU>le pencil. The complete alpha- 
bet wa*,tberet three or four letters 
bcioK on ea«b Aaeer and tbe thuuib 
and the remainder in the palm. 
Mrs. Bennett, osiog her right hand, 
and her friend were atternalely 
touching tbe printed letters.

A well-known nerve specialis' 
has said that "all nenrastlieiiics 
(that is. people with unheal! Iiv 
nerves), have desiccated nfrvesand 
suffer from an irisu(Bci»'ncy of fluid 
in the tissues of the body" It \h 
probable that we all, in more or 
less degree, even when not conscious 
of any definite symptoms, are suf- 
ferinjr in some part of our system 
for the lack of enough fluid, and 
especially of enough pure, cool 
water. 

We know that so nicely is the 
human lK)dy adjusted and adapted 
to its uses that one part cannot 
snlTer without all suffering. If the 
nerves are desiccated or dried 
throu(;b lack of fluid, then it is 
certain that other tissues are also 
suffering from the same lack, and 
tbat the wheels of the wonderful 
machinery are being clogged by 
reason of the waste matte wLi'-h is 
not washed away. 

We see by this that vvhkm does 
for us a three-fold service. It feed.s, 
it washes, and it carries away the 
cinders of the bo<lily furnace ; and 
through the want of it we are ex- 
posed to many and great dangers. 
The tissaes become too dry, the 
blood is thick and its flow sluggish, 
and the retained waste of the liofly 
sets up a condition which the doc- 
tors call *' anto-iiitoxieaiioti," or 
self-p<jisoning. This condition may 
give rise to almost any known symp- 
toms, from a pimple to heart failure, 
and is really responsible for most of 
the semi-invalids with whom tlie 
world is largely peopled. 

To olftain the I)e8t resnlts from 
water-drinking, certain rules should 
be observe<l. People do not all 
need the same amount, and it may 
take a little experiment inc to find 
oat just how much should be taken 
in individual cases. It lias been 
stated by some physicians that five 
or six pints should be taken during 
the twenty-four hours. Of this 
only a moderate quantity shonid 
be taken with meals. It is a in<H- 
take to take no water with meals 
but it is perhaps a greater mistake 
to wash food flown with water, es- 
pecially with ice-water. 

The l)e«t time for water-drinking 
is at night and early in the morn- 
ing. It is well to form the habit of 
slowly sipping, during the bath and 
while dressing, two or three glawes 
of ool— not ice-cold — water. Two 
or three more may t>e sipped at 
l>ed-lime, and again two or three 
glasses an hour or two before 
luncheon and before dinner. 

In a very short time tbe value of 
this habit will become apparent in 
the resnltant general improvement

A Deadly Explosive. 

What would be the consequence 
of flrint; a barrel of nit ro'. en-iodide 
it would be impossible to say, sim- 
ply because the stuff is too awful to 
be made in such quantities. It 
ma3' sound like a joke, but it is 
neve'llieleHH the whole iruili, that 
the tre.id of a house fly is sufQcient 
to explode this drtniieronr< material. 
However, I had belter describe 
its composition flrst and then deal 
with its wonderful effects. 

Niirog«'n is one, and the chief 
partner in nitrogen iodide. The 
other portion consists of iodine 

To prepare this outrageous explo- 
sive a small piece of solid am- 
monia is dropped into half a cup- 
ful of hot water. When it has dis- 
solved, a little of the powdered 
iodine is place jn the liquid and 
stirred up for a few ininiit<es. Then 
the whole is poured upon blottini; 
pa[)er coverini.' another cup and 
slightly presed into it to make an 
accointnodating cavity. The result 
is that some wet powder r»inains 
upon the siiface paper. 

This shoulcl l)e disposed of in tiny 
hea[)S, say less than an eighth of 
an inch high, spreafl serveral inches 
apart on a piece of smooth boat d. 
While these mounds remain damp 
nothing will fK-cur; but when they 
become thoroughly dry the very 
slightest causes will explode them. 
You have only to touch one ev»T so 
lightly with a small feather when 
it will fire off willi a loud crack and 
discharge a df-nHi* violet oi- purple 
cloud a foot or more hii;h. Tlif re 
port resembles, alike in its sudden 
ness, loudness and keenness, those 
made by the fireworks knf)wn as 
crackers. Instead of a \t\ts flash, 
theie is a sudden irlow, instantly 
followed by the explosion. 

A particle of dust, if it should be 
a meie trifl» heavier than its neigh- 
bors, is fufficient to explo<le a small 
pile of this curious substance 

As I have said, the most remark- 
able fact concerning it is that a fly 
treading upon this explosive will 
ignite it. It is not necessary that 
a fly should walk over the com 
pound. It has only to let one foot 
came in contract with the explosive, 
when the jolt causes it to explode 
and blow the insect into the air. 

Althoogh to us the sutistance is 
simply a powder, the grains are to a 
fly what loau stones are to men. 
The sudden concussion of one i)ar- 
ticle against another would quite 
probably cause a resounding noise 
to the insect followed instantly by 
the thundering explosion. A fly's 
foot, in a popular sense, consists of 
two glue pads (l»y means of which It 
can afflx itself upside down) situated 
between two curve<l claws, by the 
leverage of which the pads are 
lifted. Such sharp contrivances, 
striking hard against a particle, 
would be like a roadmaker'w pick- 
axe coniinu in contact with a stone 
and prfx'ucing a spark. — Strand 
Maaazin^.
